Pipes are put into the gas 
created and lamps put on similar to 
ordinary gas lamps, only the aperture 
is so small that a small needle can only 
be inserted. 
The safety of the genera ­ 
tor lies in the fact that in recha rging 
when the center is opened, it cuts off 
the escape of gas entirely, so tha t a 
fifteen year old child can recha rge it. 
When tfie gas in the reservoir is all 
consumed, the generator automatically 
sets the ga> to forming and the tank 
will soon get full again. 
The beauty 
of the apparatus is that each concern 
is separate, can be used by farmers a? 
wTell as those iti the city. 
It can be 
furnished complete for about seventy- 
live dollars, anc the cost of 
burning it 
much less than either gas from coal or 
electricity.

aged to borrow $20 to buy some shirts, 
collars, ties, e tc ., and w ent out of the 
hotel vow ing vengeance against the ra il­ 
road com p any. 
He even had the hotel 
clerk pay for a telegram to Chicago in- 
quirm g at the depot there as to w here 
the trunk s bearing certain num bered 
check s had been sent to. T he rep ly cam e 
back tha t they w ould look : the m atter 
up , and p onding the inform ation th« « 
new guest had a royal good tim e at the 
hotel. 
In a few days lie disap p eared, 
and it then daw ned upon the hotel m en 
tha t they had been neatly sw indled by 
the m eans of tw o baggage check s w hich 
evidently had been stolen a t some tim e 
in Chicago or elsewhere. 
A nother favorite trrnk to defraud a 
hotel is done by m eans of a confederate. 
One m an w ill go to a first class house 
and secure u good room. About the sec­ 
ond day h*"* w ill be in the office, ayd 
w hile there re > hotel clerk w ill receive 
a telep hone m essage p urp orting to come 
from a w ell k now n store ask ing if Air. 
So-and-so desires tho goods he order« d 
Hi i it up to the hotel. Tho clerk w ill n a t­ 
urally ask ill« * guest the question, and 
he w ill rep ly that he desires the goods 
s» lit up. W hen the p ack age arriv« s, there 
is alw ays sl() to c25 t« ) be paid. 
The 
hotel m an is requested by the guest to 
“ settle th« « am ount and charge it up in 
m y 
b ill,” 
It does not p ay to offend 
a 
guest 
whoso ap p earance 
indicates 
w ealth, so tli« ' money is handed out in 
paym ent. 
T he guest now disap p ears, 
and his trunk is found to be a cheap 
one and generally full of p ap er, w hile 
the pack age w hich has been p aid for 
by th« ‘ hotel people is also w orthless. 
Bogus telegram s and letterheads are 
frequently used by “ deadbeats” in « )r- 
der to secure a little ready cash until 
“ m y m oney a rrive s,” and very often 
the scheme w ork s all right, for a hotel 
clerk is alw ays afraid of offending a 
guest in these m atters, for should he 
m istrust an Inmost m an he w ill injure 
the hotel’s rep utation. 
W hile m ost ho­ 
tels m ak e it a rule not to cash drafts or 
check s or loan money, still very often 
the “ deadbeat” w ill m ak e them break it. 
A schem e w hich has recently been 
w ork ed all over the country w as for the 
“ deadbeat” to send by exp ress a p ack ­ 
age to a hotel in another city. It would 
be heavily sealed and m ark ed, “ V alue 
£ 2o0,” and the hotel m an, think ing 
that it contained jew elry intended for 
a guest soon to arrive, w ould p ut it in 
the safe. 
In a few days the “ deadbeat” 
w ould turn up at the hotel, register and 
inquire if a p ack age had arrived for 
him . 
H e w ould be told tha t it w as in 
th« * safe, and he w ould tell them it. con­ 
tained w atches m d valuables. The sam e 
night a 1* an of £ 20 w ould be ask ed for, 
and the hotel m an, rem em bering the 
valuable p ack age in tho safe, w ould in 
nine cases out of ten hand out tin* coin. 
T he guest w ould disap p ear, and w hen 
the p ack age was opened it was found to 
bo of no value. 
As all accounts in hotels are rendered 
w eek ly it is im p ossible for dishonest 
persons to obtain free living for longer 
than a week , for they w ill be requested 
to pay or vacate. 
A m an and his w ife, by p lacing a sup ­ 
pose« ! jew el case in a hotel safe, m an­ 
aged. some tim e ago, to secure over six 
w eek s’ living in a w ell k now n hotel in 
this city. 
T he landlord, w ho had seen 
the w om an w earing a qua ntity of jew ­ 
els, naturally supposed they were in the 
jew el case in his safe. 
W hen the guests 
disap p eared and th** p ack age was opened, 
it was found to be a trunk strap , care­ 
fully coiled up and tied w ith string.— 
¡San Francisco Chronicle.

Very few people outside certain cir­ 
cles of the Back Bay have any conception 
of the extent to which poker playing is 
carried in that section.

in the week. 
The usual hour for beginning play is 
8 o’clock, and it is customary for the 
ladies to dress for the occasion, while 
the gentlemen not infrequently array 
themselves in full evening costume.

An other feature of society poker is 
the great amount of sympathy expressed 
for the players when the cards are run ­ 
n in g badly and they have been called 
upon to interview the bank for the fifth 
or sixth time. 
The heaviest dealers in 
sympathy are th< se who have the largest 
stack of chips before them, 
it does not 
cost anything, and it n- believed by the 
ones who peddh it cut that it will im ­ 
press the other * with a belief that they 
are real gem rous. But a careful observ­ 
er will notice as the game progresses 
that the unlucky one is always rais< d 
by those who believe they have the b< 
hands, n otwithstan din g the size of their 
stacks 
This is called poker table sympathy 
and is as shallow and meaningless as 
much of the talk heard among society 
people. 
Generally there are three hours of 
play, after which the hostess asks her 
guests to a light repast, consisting of 
sardines, 
crackers, ch< cse and sweet­ 
meats. Bottled beer is the favorite bev­ 
erage, but there are instances on record 
where something stronger has been in ­ 
dulged in. A great many society people 
of both sexes drink rum punch, lemon­ 
ade dashed with whisky an d plain gin. 
The usual time devoted to refresh­ 
ments is 15 minutes, as all are anxious 
1 to get at the cards again.
